O. S. from Vienna fay, 
that an Anfwer is impatiently expected there to a 
Letter which the Great Chancellor Zinz-ndorf has 
wrore to the Marquis de Villeneuve, the Ambaflador 
of France at the Porte, wherein he tells him, ‘ That 
‘ifthe Grand Seignior is yet difpofed to make a 
¢ Peace upon reafonable Terms, ‘tis high time to 
‘ declare himfeif, fince the Campaign is juft going 
‘ to be open'd, and that when Hoftilities are once 
‘ begun, it will be very ditficult to refume a Nego- 
€ ciation.” Mean while they have News from. the 
Frontiers of Turky, that the O:toman Troops in- 
creafe every Day in Servia, where their Derach- 
ments have made Incurfions as far as Belgrade and 
Sabacz, and ruined feveral Villages in thofe Parts ;
